To Takeover 
Italian Reins 


Christian Democrat 


Forms Cabinet, W ill 


Be Sworn In Today 


ROME, .July 5 '■&— Antonio Segni, 
* scholarly left-of-center Christian 
Democrat, agreed tonight to serve 
as Italy's sixth postwar premier 
He said he would present a new 
coalition 
Cabinet 
to 
President 
Giovanni bronchi tomorrow. The 
Cabinet will he made up of Chris­ 
tian Democrats. S<h tai Democrats 
and Liberals—all pro Western in 
foreign policy. 
After being sworn in as premier, 
Segni must next face votes of con­ 
fidence 
in 
both 
houses of the 
Italian Parliament. 
Ending an hour-long conference 
with Gronchi, Segni announced 
"Tomorrow at noon I will pre 
sent to the chief of state the list 
of members of the new govern­ 
ment.’' 
Successor To Srrlb a 
Segni. 64. succeeds Mario Scriba 
who was forced to resign June 22

5 Die As Trains 
Collide Head-On 


FORT SUM NER, N M . July 5 
Uh—Five men perished in flaming 
wreckage and three more were in­ 
jured early today when two Santa 
Fe Railway freight trains smashed

Four bodies have been recov­ 
ered. Search for the fifth has been 
hampered by flames which broke 
out in diesel oil and have been 
fed by a car of acetate 
One thousand feet of track and 
a 48-toot bridge were torn up when 
one of the freights moved off a 
siding and the trains collided. 
Ralph Afer of the Santa Fe of­ 
fice in Amarillo, said the west­ 
bound freight, going less than 20 
miles per hour, had headed into a 
siding to let the eastbound freight 
pass But the westbound tram, in­ 
stead of stopping, apparently went 
on through, colliding with the east­ 
bound tram which was rounding; 
a curve at not more than 5ft miles 
per hour. 
Why the westbound tram moved 
from the siding onto the main line 
"may never be known,’’ Afer said.

Peron Suggests 
Truce With His 
Political Foes 


BUENOS AIRES, July 5 <*— 
President Juan D. Peron broad­ 
cast a message to the nation to­ 
day designed to silence rumors his 
hold on the Argentine government 
was seriously weakened by the 
brief revolt against him June 16. 
He said the enemies who then 
failed to assassinate him now have 
become rumor mongers attempt­ 
ing 
sedition by telephone " 
The keynote of the president’s 
11-mmute address was a dramatic 
offer to declare a truce with his 
political adversaries. 
Peron asserted the revolt was at­ 
tempted by a few navy units with 
the aid of small groups of civilians. 
But he absolved the major opposi- 
lon political parties of any partici­ 
pation. 
Reunification 4 all 
" I desire to faithfully acknowl­ 
edge that I consider that the popu­ 
lar political parties are incapable 
of 
accepting 
criminal 
attempts 
against defenseless people ” Peron 
said, 
" I also consider that the political 
parties 
are 
now more strongly 
partisan to l e g a l i t y than to 
violence and that every day there 
are fewer political leaders who 
long for disturbance rather than 
peace." 
Peron invited * responsible men" 
from the opposition to come to 
terms with him for reunification 
of the nation and called for "a 
truce in the political fight" re­ 
gardless of the rumors that might 
be spread by "bad - intentioned 
enemies.” 
No Reference To Church 
He told the nation that the situa­ 
tion in Buenos Aires is completely 
normal and said the revolt never 
extended beyond its city limits. 
The president made no reference 
to his quarrel with the Roman 
Cathtlic Church which caused dis­ 
sent ion in Argentina for almost 
eight months before the revolt. 
High authorities of the church 
said 
today they did not 
know 
whether the two prelates the gov­ 
ernment expelled at the climax of 
the controversy 
could return to 
Buernos Aires now. They added 
they thought it would not he pru­ 
dent for them to do so.

Will Congress Listen 
To Sound Advice? 


Again the Hoover Commission, studying the 


conduct of the nation’s business, has com e out with 


recommendations which, it says, can save huge 


chunks of tax m oney- $4 billion in this instance. 


The commission, turning its attention to fed* 


cral budget and accounting practices, calls for a 
general tightening up of procedures in these* fields. 


A principal target is the practice of obligating 


money years in advance of actual payment. 
It 


estimates that with the*beginning of fiscal 1956 on 


July 
I, more than 
$53 
billion 
in 
unexpended 
appropriations will be carried over on the books 


from the 1955 fiscal year 


So the commission recommends that Congress 


rescind all unspent allotm ents and direct agencies 


to submit programs outlining precisely how much 
money they need and at what time. Congress then 
would appropriate only for accrued expenditures 


required for goods and services for a year at a 


time. 
It also could 
authorize 
some 
funds 
for 


orderly contracting beyond that year. 


Another important suggestion, made in con­ 


junction with this change in spending procedure, 


is that the Bureau of the Budget be given a larger 


staff and greater supervisory powers. 
A closer 
watch on spending 
through 
representatives in 


major government agencies is also proposed. 


At every turn the Hoover Commission task 
forces have put fingers on possible savings in 
federal funds — savings which, if realized, would 
cut heavily into the financial load that is passed 
along to the American taxpayer. 


But it is not 
enough 
that these spots be 
pointed out.

Public Power May Be Key 1956 Campaign Issue 


W ASHINGTON—What constitutes 
a good political issue—and which 
p arty is right in appraising the 
mood of the A m erican people? This 
question has just been crystallized 
in the attitu d e taken by political 
leaders of both parties toward the 
problem of governm ent ow nership 
of all electric power facilities.
